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'Here Is a Good Man' 


The funeral mass for Samuel Cardinal 


Stritch. who died early Tuesday in Rome of 
a circulatory ailment, is being held today. 


After a brilliant career climaxed by bis 


18-year reign as Archbishop of Chicago, he 
attained the highest office ever given to an 
American within the Roman Catholic 
church. Ke became pro prefect of the Con- 
gregation for the Propagation of the Faith, 
He was to serve in the Curia, a special cabi- 
net of prelates who dispatch administrative 
affairs of the church. Before going to Chi- 
cago he was Archbishop of Milwaukee. 


But this kindly, soft-spoken man was not 


destined to serve in this high office, for he 
was stricken with a blood clot in his right 
arm aboard ship and was hospitalized April 
26 on his arrival in Rome. His arm was am- 
putated three days later. Then came a 
stroke and his fatal illness. 


He took his illness with fortitude. His 


death was serene for, as he said, he had 
lived a holy life and could do no more. 


Cardinal Stritch was a builder, a leader 


of men. a founder of religious organiza- 
tions, a supporter of the United Nations al- 
though he well knew its faults, an advocate 
of peace, a denunciator of persecution 


whether of the Jews, the Negro or the 
church. He had been given many high hon- 
ors, both civil and religious. 


He was the founder of the Cana confer- 


ence, an educational group designed to pre- 
pare persons for marriage, and the Chris- 
tian Family movement, an organization set 
up to further family life work, among many 
others. 


But. above all, he was a man of charity. 


When he left Milwaukee he was called the 
"archbishop of charity." When he left Chi- 
cago for Rome, his title had become 
''cardinal of charity." 


He was especially known for his love 


of children and at Christmas time each 
year gathered together 100 of the neediest 
boys in the archdiocese and bought them 
new outfits. This, of course, was but a ges- 
ture for his organized charities were tre- 
mendous in scope. 


The example of his spirituality will re- 


main but his loss will be keenly felt, not 
only in Roman Catholic circles, but in the 
world. 


No one who listened to the cardinal 


could avoid thinking. "Here is a good man." 
Everyone who knew him could testify to his 
goodness. 


How fo be Safe Over Memorial Day 


Friday, Memorial Day. will mark the

Holidays bring out some inexperienced 


drivers and the hazard is greater for all be- 
cause there are more cars on jhe road. Any- 
one, experienced or not, taking to the high- 
ways on a holiday can do a great deal to 
preserve his own life and can contribute 
greatly to the safety of others by following 
a few common sense rules. 


The first and most important rule is to 


obey all laws and rules of the road. The 
legal driver is the safe driver. The highway 


Foreign Aid Spending 


One of the reasons a lot of people in the 


United States back our foreign aid program 
is that the government has become a big 
buyer for some companies. Three billion 
dollars or so a year is a lot of money to 
spread around. 


But recent figures indicate that, not 


only is this country spending a lot of tax 
dollars to help underdeveloped countries, 
and not only are we continuing to lower our 
tariffs to help industries abroad, but we 
also are spending an increasing amount of 
our money in other countries. A report 
from Jaines Smith, a director of the Inter- 
national Cooperation Administration (cur- 
rent moniker for the foreign aid program) 
reports that the overall average of 10 years' 
spending showed that 31.9 per cent of the 
aid funds had been spent overseas for com- 
modities. The mutual security report to 
Congress of June, 1955. says that "in fiscal 
year 1855. over 75 per cent of all program 
expenditures were paid to American sup- 
pliers."' And Smith's figures showed that in 
1957 some 42.7 per cent of the commodities 
were bought abroad and 44.9 per cent of the 
rands spent in the fiscal 1958 were spent 
outside of the United States. 


laws have been drawn to move the greatest 
amount of traffic with safety. The highway 
signs will give the driver who notices them 
explicit advice on how to move safely at a 
particular location. 


The driver who follows the rules of the 


road and the highway signs will have the 
best possible chance of safe travel. He can 
improve his chance somewhat by his own 
conduct.

Harold Stassen, at a very 


early age, showed enormous 
political promise, having be- 
come governor of Minnesota 
at 31. He brought into the 
Republican party a younger 
generation 
which was of 


great value, because after 
1932, It looked for a while as 
though when a Republican 
died, there would be no one 
to replace him. Then Stas- 
sen became Wendell Will- 
kie's floor manager at the 
1940 convention, which was 
a political error, because 
WillMe added nothing to 
Stassen's s t a t u r e and 
brought upon him the enmity 
of both the Taft and Dewey 
forces who were then al- 
ready emerging to political 
leadership. 
Headed TJ. of Pennsylvania 


Subsequently Harold Stas- 


sen wandered hither and 
thither, seeking office which 
would give him a sounding 
board and keep him before 
the public. With the aid of the 
Pews of Philadelphia, he be- 
came president of the UFI- 
versity of Pennsylvania, but 
like Eisenhower at Columbia 
University, he found aca- 


demic administration a dif- 
ferent kind of chore than it 
was in those days when 
Nicholas 
Murray 
Butler 


could make speeches uni- 
versally and a university 
built itself Into greatness 
as a result thereof. Today, 
running one of those schools 
Is a man-sized administra- 
tive job and if not attended 
to, the university sinks into 
bricks and mortar which are 
after all, little more poten- 
tial rubble. 


Stassen's time to run for 


the presidency was in 1952. 
That was also the year when 
Robert A. Taft and Thomas 
E. Bewey should have run 
against each other for toe 
nomination, thus settling an 
intra-party feud by a vote 
on it. But the Republican 
businessmen decided that 
they required a more glam- 
orous figure and they made 
the nomination of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower possible. Harold 
Stassen. having nowhere to 
go, joined the Eisenhower 
administration in various ca- 
pacities. 


The president, it Is said, 


took a great liking to him. 
But Stassen's Interest had 
taken a turn to internation- 
al relations which, unfortu- 


nately for him. is the prov- 
ince of John Foster Dulles. 
The attempt to operate two 
state departments led to all 
the complexities of a biga- 
mous marriage and in the 
end. Stassen had to go. as his 
friends tried to tell him all 
along.

This would not have been 


a political disaster, had Har- 
old Stassen not developed an
